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BLOOD CANCER 
INCREASES IN 
ALL AGE GROUPS 


New York— Leukemia - can- 
cer of the blood producing sys- 
tem, is a growing health pro- 
blem in the United States. 

The American Cancer Socie- 
ty says that the reported leu- 
kemia death rate has increased 
considerably in the last quarter 
ci a century. This disease now 
takes about 11,000 lives an- 
nually, nearly 2,000 of them 
children under the age of 15. 

The increase has taken place 
in both males and females, es- 
pecially in the older age 
groups. 

In 1930 the leukemia death 
rate among males of all ages 
was 2.5 for each 100,000 popu- 
lation. It climbed steadily to 
7.4 in 1956. Among females of 
all ages the increase was from 
1.8 to 5.1 for the same period. 
A part of this increase may be 
to improvements in diagnosis 
of the disease. 


There are two classifications 
of leukemia, acute and chronic. 
Acute is characterized by rapid 
onset and progress of the dis- 
ease. Chronic is slow progress- 
ing. With acute leukemia there 
is a much shorter survival per- 
iod than with chronic.- Acute 
leukcmia is much more com. 
mon in children under the age 
ef 15 “hen in adults. More men 
are attacked by leukemia than 
yio-7eN1.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
PAY DECREASES 
IN THIS STATE 


Unemployment insurance pay- 
ments to about 43,900 Alabama 
jobless workers during May to- 
talled $3,536,892, Arthur D. Kel- 
ley, Director of the Department 
cf ndustrial Relations, an- 
nounced today. This was $12,- 
813 less than April's payments 
the second consecutive 
th that payments have 
shown a slight decrease. How- 
ever, May payments exceeded 
by more than two million dol- 
lars the amount f+ in the 
same month of last year. 

All major industry divisions 
except mining and construct- 
ion showed payment increases 
ever April. However, within 
the manuf&ctured division, a 
substantial decline was noted 
in payments charged to the 
primary metals g group. 

Contributing to a reduction 
in payments was the exhaust- 
fon of benefits by 5,257 persons 
during May. This brought to 
21,638 the total number of job- 
less workers who have exhaust- 
ed benefit rights since the first 
of the year. 

The number of initial claims 
received, a measure of new 
unemployment, fell to 20,415, 
nearly 2,600 fewer than were 
filed during April. Claims for 
continued unemployment drop- 
ped by 2.6 per cent to ‘194,069, 
the first downturn since Au- 
gust. 

In mid-May, 84 per cent of 
the workers covered by the 
Alabama Unemployment Com- 
pensation Law claimed bene- 
fits as compared with 4.1 per- 
cent one year earlier. 
Unemployment Federal work- 
ers and veterans received $322,- 
572 during the month., These 
payments are financed entirely 
with Federal funds. 

At the end of May, 54,677 
persons were seeking work 
through local offices of the 
Alabama State Employment 
Service. These offices made 7,- 
355 nonfarm job placements 
and 8,790 fram placements dur- 
ing May.

Actually, just a partial list 
ing of such claims would 1 ¢ 
a fine advertisement for a 
store or service. If the good 
qualities of a business can be 
described verbally to a few pvo- 
ple, they can be described just 
as effectively to thousands of 
people through advertising. 

Every place of business has 
something to advertise. The 
very fact that it is operating 
indicates that it is unique in 
some way, and that some pen- 
ple prefer it to other places. 

Every merchant can discover 
unique and special features he 
has to offer. These are the 
things he can sell best through 
advertising. And he can be 
sure that many potential cos- 
tomers do not know about his 
unique and special features 
unless he is a consistent advyer- 
tiser. 

A successful grocery store 
in South Alabama looks and 
operates just as it did 75 years 
ago. It advertises the fact, 
featuring such items as turnip 
greens and fatback. The adver- 
tising wogks because the old- 
time atmosphere is somethin 
unique. However, without the 
use of clever advertisine. the 
store would have passed from 
the scene with cracker-harrels 
and bulk flower.

DALEVILLE AND 
JUDGE HARPER

A historical marker com-

He resigned as probate judge 
of Dale County when Coffee 
County was created in Decem- 
ber, 1841, because he lived in 
that part of Dale County 
which became Coffees County 
and he did not wish to change 
his residence. 

All his descendants were gi- 
ven special recognition at the 
dedication ceremonies.

And two 
cocktails may reduce vision as 
much as wearing dark sun 
glasses at night. What’s more, 
coifee does not offtet the ef- 
fect. Only time can eliminate 
alcohol from the blood stream.

Half Due to Drinking 

An analysis of highway fa- 
tiulities during both summer 
and winter holidays showed 
that about half of the drivers 
involved in fatal accidents had 
been’ drinking, And: speed was 
a& factcr in more than 7 out of 
10 fate! holiday traffic acci- 
dents. 

Forts; - five million motor 
vehicles ara expected to be on 
the nation’s roads over the 
three - day Fourth of July 
holiday, so drivers will need to 
be especially alert and respon- 
sive if they are to avoid trou- 
ble, the Council said.

It has been disclosed tha‘ ex- 
periments under practical farm 
conditions in the Southeast 
where clinical or stib - clinical 
disease was prevalent. showed 
that the high-level feedinz of 
Aureomycin, a wide-spectrura 
antibiotic, resulted in shar piv 
improved ege production. 

The advantages of antibiv- 
tic feeding did not end there 
however. Other impressive re 
Sults included (1) an improved 
feed - ege ration: (2) im prov- 
ed livability ‘and reduced call- 
ing; (3) increased ege size; (4) 
increased hatchability; (5) in- 
creased livability of the pro- 
geny, and (6) a larger profit 
return per hen housed. 

Most authorities agree that 
the best time to give antibio- 
tics is in times of stress. It also 
has been found that antibiotics 
are highly beneficial’ during 
periods of very high tempera- 
tures, such as*prevail in sum- 
mer over much of the South- 
east.

CARE OF ROSES 
SHOULD GO ON 
AFTER BLOOMS 


Auburn— The rose is often 
called the queen of flowers, and 
like a queen, it needs plenty of 
attention. 

Some people think roses 
need care only when blooming. 
But according to API Exten- 
sion Ornamental Horticulturist 
Troy Keeble, the common rose 
disease and insects don’t wait 
until the flowers bloom to at- 
tack. Concerned only with the 
leaves, these pests weaken the 
plants and make them much 
less likely to bear good blos.-° 
Soms later in the-summer and 
fall. 


This is a good Said 
Keeble, to apply or renew mul- 
ches on the ground under rose 
bushes. These ground covers 
are most often made of peat 
moss but can also be made of 


time, 


which is free from weed seed 
and grain. The function of 
mulch is twofold: It protects 
the ground from rapid evapor- 
ation in hot weather, therefore 
helping to maintain good mois- 
ture conditions around the 
roots; and it helps prevent 
black spot infection, which is 
spread from leaf to leaf by the 
splashing of raindrops on the 
soil.

The bedouins are hardy self- 
reliant human beings. However, 
jlife in the desert is often pre- 
carious and demands a high de- 
Sree of human interdependence. 
The law of the desert is a prac- 
tica! tribal law, well adapted to 


the speciai c!>>:rastances which 
confront the bedouin. In this 
law the tribe is often held col- 
lectively responsible for an in- 
dividual member's crime, and 
the members are trained to real- 
jize that their conduct reflects 
‘upon the tribe as a whole. 
Tribal courts, composed of 
highly respected members of the 
community, are entrusted with 
|the traditional law. Women rare- 
ly enter these courts, for it is 
‘customary for them to be repre- 
sented by their husbands, fathers 
or brothers, Typical offenses 
which tribal judges may be 
called on to adjudicate are raids 
upon animals, blood feuds, dis- 
putes about money or land, 
breach of desert etiquette, mur- 
der or crimes against women. 


All the tribal courts are known 
to the bedouins as makhateet., 
The disputants initially take} 
their case to a court called the 
malamm (gathering place) | 
where the judges decide where it | 
shall be adjudicated.

Though forests in Coffee 

County are steadily increasing, 
man-caused fires are at an all- 
time low. 

The fire season is regarded 
as beginning Cctober 1 and ex- 
tending through April 30, when 
vegetation is dry, During the 
fire season just passed, only 
721 1-2 acres of forest land 
Was burned, although 275,c00 
acres are in forest land in this 
area, 

We, the employes of the di- 
vision of forestry assigned to 
Coffee County, believe that the 
reduction in man-caused fires 
indicates forest fire prevention 
‘ampaigns have paid off. Some 
of this credit must go to the 
State Division of Forestry em- 
ployes, but forestry employes 
believe that most credit should 
#0 to the people of Coffee 
County themselves due to their 
cooperation in reducing fires. 
Since we are all dependent on 
forests in some Way, when a 
forest burns we all lose. There. 
fore, we the people must take 
the responsibility in protecting 
and preserving one of our 
greatest resources.

The US- 
DA's Meat Inspection Division 
recently ruled that meats suv- 
ject to theiy inspection, pro- 
ducts which cross State lines 
in marketing, have to be cook- 
ed in true home-barbecue fash- 
ion, that is, by direct heat of 
& hardwood or coal fire, if they 
are to be labeled “barbecue”, 


Since 1906, said Jones, the 
USDA has been responsible for 
the assurance that all meat 
products going into interstate 
commerce are wholesome food, 
honestly labeled, Al) fresh and 


canned meats, 
cooked meat 
meats or 


cured and pre- 
products, frozen 
meat dishes, frozen 
meat pies and meat and vege- 
table plates are Inspected, 


The labels on federally  in- 
Spected products, which bear 
the round meat inspection 
Seal, are required to be clear- 
cut, honest descriptions of the 
products, he added. If a pro- 
duct contains more than two 
ingredients, they will be listed 
in the order of predominence, 
and imitation products have 
to be so labeled. ” 

For many meat products, th® 
USDA has set up minimum 
standards which the products 
must meet to receive the 
stamp. Chili con carne, for ex. 
ample, must have at least 40 
per cent meat, hash at least 
35 per cent meat, and lamb or 
beef stew at least 25 per cent,

A greatly expanded public 
library program here’ gained 
ground when Elba City Council 
Monday joined with the Board 
of County Commissioners in an 
increased appropriation to join 
in a five-county program to 
obtain an added grant from 
the federal government for 
public library expansion. 

The City Council voted to in- 
crease its library appropriat- 
ion from $33.35 a month to

If governmental units in 
four adjacent counties join in 
the program, if will mean a 
grant from the federal govern- 
ment of $53,774 in a three- 
year period of which $16,000 a 
year will be spent for new 
books alone to be made avail- 
able to libraries, schools and 
from the bookmobile which 
travels throughout the area 
each week.

LOCAL BUSINESS

A national survey of retaif 
stores shows that more than 
a half of American merchants 
invest $0 per cent of their ad- 
vertising budgets in Newspaper 
advertising. 

These figures are not sur- 
prising, but they do reaffirm 
the status of the newspaper as 
the “basic retail medium.” 
There are many potential ad- 
vertising outlets for any retail 
store, all of them making 
Claims of  effectivenss. Yet, 
year after year. most retailers 
continue to rely on the local 
newspaper, Why? 

Loyalty to the nwspaper cer- 
tainly isn’t a matter of custom 
or habit. The merchants first 
loyalty is to his store. When 
he advertises he must think in 
terms of profits. This is the 
real reason why the new. spaper 
ke his advertising’ business. 
, Most retailers have tried « 
variety of advertising media. 
They would be foolish not to 
experiment occasionally. They 
continue to use newspaper ad- 
vertising, not because of claimi 
of salesmen, but because thei: 
own experiences have shown 
that the newspaper remains the 
best advertising investment. 

Certainly an operation the 
Size of Sears retail stores has 
had every opportunity to test 
all advertising media. Yet, 
Sears continues to use the’ 
newspaper as its primary retail 
medium. Sears investment in 
newspaper advertising has con- 
stantly increased from year to 
year; last year, it amounted to 
$46 million. 

Newspapers can build a good 
case as being the most inex- 
pensive medium per person 
reached, as being the best re- 
ceived medium, as being the 
most convenient medium, or as 
being the most timely medium. 
But the retailers themselves 
build the best case for newspa- 
per advertising—in terms of 
Sales results.
